Cattle Congress 


Prince Ormsby Aaggie Homestead and Dunloggin Gloria Champions— 
Maytag and Elmwood Take Premier Exhibitor and Breeder Honors 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


OLSTEINS far outnumbered all other breeds at 

Waterloo this year and made a show seldom 

equalled in quality and keen competition. There 
was not a single entry in the show that did not belong 
in a display of this calibre, and the whole show fur- 
nished striking evidence of the progress the breed is 
making. It was a real round-up of the leading show 
herds of the East and Middle West, and a battle royal 
for honors from start to finish. Maytag Dairy Farms, 
Iowa; Elmwood Farms, Illinois; Wisconsin Board of 
Control; Dunloggin and Wimbledon of Maryland; Paul 
Stewart, Iowa; and Iowa Board of Control were the 
larger exhibitors from the United States, with Hays & 
Company of Alberta, Canada, giving the show an inter- 
national flavor. Sixteen exhibitors broke into the money 
column, and Judge Joe Eves was called upon to place a 
total of 153 head-—-not as large as Waterloo shows of 
recent years, but certainly one not exceeded in general 
quality and interest. Ringside interest in fact was the 
keenest we have seen in years, the ring being crowded 
from the opening of the Holstein show on Thursday to 
its close on Friday afternoon. 

New champions were crowned, and both male and 
female winners were drawn from the three-year-old 
class. Prince Ormsby Aaggie Homestead, last year’s 
All-American two-year-old, making his first showing 
of the year for 1933, went through to take the purple 
over his stable mate, Man-O-War 30th, while in the fe- 
male section, Dunloggin Gloria, Dunloggin’s great three- 
year-old, carried away the supreme honor from _ her 
stable companion, Elenora Della Burke, winner of the 
aged cow class. Elmwood and Wisconsin Board of Con- 
trol, each with animals of. their own breeding. took the 
junior championship awards. The Man-O-War Get of

Maytag Dairy Farms, with seven blues and a senior 
and grand championship, had a considerable edge in this 
department and finally won the Premier Exhibitor ban- 
ner, after a stern battle with Elmwood and Wisconsin 
Board of Control. Elmwood kept its Premier Breeder 
record intact, not having missed out in this department 
for years.

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How the National Association 
Serves the Industry 


N 1885, when the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
| America was formed by the union of the old Holstein 

and Dutch-Friesian Associations, the purposes of the or- 
ganization were described in its charter in the following 
language: 

“Improving the breed of Holstein-Friesian cattle; 
ascertaining, preserving and disseminating, as pro- 
vided by its By-Laws, all useful information and facts 
as to their pedigrees and desirable qualities and the 
distinguishing characteristics of the best specimens, 
and preparing, publishing and supplying all neces- 
sary volumes of the Holstein-Friesian Herd Book, 
and generally for promoting and securing the best 
interests of the importers, breeders and owners of 
said cattle, and thereby the public generally.” 

This statement of purpose has remained unchanged in 
wording during the nearly fifty years that have since 
elapsed. During this half-century, we have seen the Hol- 
stein-Friesian breed advance until the total of animals on 
record in the Secretary’s office is nearly two and a half 
million, and the living animals outnumber all other dairy 
breeds combined. 

Distinct progress has been made in both type and pro- 
duction, and the breed is today the backbone of the dairy 
industry of North America. Membership in the Association 
has grown from its original 284 charter members to a 
present total of nearly 33,000. The Association pioneered 
the idea of an Advanced Registry, based on production 
and the Babcock test, and which has been progressively 
improved in the light of current knowledge; helped to 
direct more attention to type by supporting the showing 
of our cattle at the fairs; set up the True Type models of 
the breed that have been of great help along the line of 
type improvement; Herd Classification and Inspection for 
Type, the Herd Improvement Test, and most recently the 
Sire Index idea have been adopted. 

For the past quarter century the Association has been 
telling the public of the points of superiority of Holstein 
milk, with its small fat globules, and easily digested soft 
curd. Recent developments along the line of Holstein milk 
marketing will be found in the paper by Earl J. Cooper, 
presented at the Chicago convention, and appearing as a 
feature article of this issue. For over twenty years, the 











Association has maintained as a part of its organization a 
department of extension work, known first as the Literary 
Committee, whose efforts were largely devoted to prepara- 
tion and distribution of literature on the breed, and later 
as the Extension Service, carrying on sundry activities for 
the advancement of the industry. Some 23,000 junior 
breeders have been enrolled in the Holstein 4-H Calf Club 
department. 

When the Association was formed, a certificate of regis- 
tration, showing that an animal was descended from im- 
ported ancestors had a distinct value as a practical 
guarantee of superior merit, but in the fifty years that 
have intervened, we have seen an enormous improvement 
in the producing ability of dairy cows in general, so that 
we have long since passed the day when such a certificate 
could be accepted as of any substantial value in itself. 
Maintenance of a registry of pedigree is a cornerstone, but 
even fifty years ago was not set forth as the primary pur- 
pose for which the Association was formed. “Improving 
the breed” came first and “ascertaining, preserving and 
disseminating all useful information and facts as to their 
pedigrees and desirable qualities” came next, followed by 
preparing and publishing the herd book, as the third funda- 
mental purpose. 

The founders of the Association were sound in their 
conception of their purposes, for without constructive 
effort toward constant improvement, the rest of the pro- 
gram is more or less meaningless. If the Association, 
down through the years, had done nothing but register 
animals, it would, and should, long ago have died a natural 
death. This general statement, we are sure, would be 
agreed to by every pure bred breeding association that is 
worthwhile in the country. It is possible to ride along as 
a leech, and perform this simple registering service at low 
expense, if someone else is paying the costs of effort 
toward breed improvement, and promotional work, but 
such effort alone is not worthy of the support of thinking 
breeders. 

Following we present statements from the Secretary, 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry and Director of Ex- 
tension Service, regarding the work of their departments 
which we are sure will be read with much interest at this 
time.

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Fee Holiday A Real Relief Measure 


Enthusiastic Response Justifies Continuation of Reductions to Final 


Limit, November 30, 1933

of pure bred cattle through the action of some of the 

live stock associations by reduction of fees. A 
desire to remedy conditions which had become burden- 
some and discouraging to breeders brought about this 
action, and our Association took the initiative in granting 
the wishes of its breeders for relief in these trying times 
by adopting a scale of substantially 
reduced fees that are in keeping with 
the conditions. 

No action has ever received as en- 
thusiastic response or met with such 
universal commendation from _ Hol- 
stein breeders throughout the coun- 
try. As a result of reducing fees 
history has been written for our breed 
and Association in the unprecedented 
volume of applications for registry, 
transfer and membership filed. 

If this immense gain in registra- 
tion and transfer had been lost to 
breeders and to the Association, the 
consequences would have been far 
reaching. Through the two temporary 
reductions in fees which have been 

made, thousands of pure bred Hol- 
' gteins have been brought on to the 
records; their value to their owners 
as pure breds has been enhanced, and 
the Association has not only in- 
creased its income for the current 
year but for future years, as it will re- 
ceive fees for the registration and transfer of the offspring 
of the thousands of animals which would not have been 
registered if the fees had not been reduced. 

Breeders, who in the last decade have been left with 
limited funds for keeping up the records of their pure 
bred herds, have been enabled by these drastic reductions 
to bring their records up to date, and those who have 
previously felt unable to join the Association have been 
encouraged to do so and thirteen hundred applied for 
membership during August and September. It is impos- 
sible at this time to estimate the benefits that will accrue 
to the Association and the breed by these relief measures. 

In the early years of our Association the fees charged 
covered little more than the actual cost of the service. 
At its organization in 1885 registration fees were $1 to 
members and $2 to non-members The changes that fol- 
lowed within the next few years have been reviewed in 
these columns, but those unfamiliar with them may be 
interested to know that fees for the registration of females, 
which in 1891 were fixed at $1 to members and $2 to non- 
members with double fees for animals over one year old, 
remained the same for over 40 years, or until the mora- 
torium on penalty fees for registering females was adopted 
last year. The minimum fee of $2 and the maximum fee 
of $8 for the registration of sales adopted in 1904 remained 
unchanged until this year. 

Under the Association’s constitutional purpose of “im- 
proving the breed of Holstein-Friesian cattle, * * * pro- 
moting and securing the best interests of the importers, 
breeders and owners of said cattle,” the necessity of 
placing fees on a basis sufficient to carry on activities for 
the promotion and improvement of the breed became 
apparent. This resulted in increasing the transfer fee to 
a $1 minimum and $4 maximum fee in 1919. In 1922 trans- 
fers were further increased to a minimum fee of $1.50 and 
a maximum fee of $6.00 which obtained until June of this 
year. 

The general economic condition of the last few years 
brought from breeders a demand for a reduction in the 
registration fees that had remained unchanged since 1904, 
and in transfer fees adopted in 1922. These demands, al- 
though unheeded at first, resulted in an increasing tend- 
ency on the part of many breeders to neglect recording 
their pure breds and the transfer of animals sold.

Gradually whole herds of pure breds were allowed to re 
main unregistered, and the number increased in alarming 
proportions during the following three years, when it 
became evident that many owners of pure breds because 
of inability to pay high fees were practically turning their 
pure breds into grades. 

These conditions however, were not fully recognized 
when amendments or resolutions 
looking toward reductions in 
transfer fees were presented 
to the Annual Convention at 
Des Moines, Iowa, in 1926 and at 
Springfield, Massachusetts, the follow- 
ing year, and the propositions offered 
did not meet the favor of the dele- 
gates representing the members, who 
felt that the proposed reductions 
would place a serious handicap upon 
promotion work necessary for ad- 
vancement of the breed. 

It was not until the Annual Con- 
vention of 1932 at Madison, Wiscon- 
sin, that definite action in the form 
of reduced fees was taken, and the 
delegates adopted the so-called Mott 
Resolution which provided: 

“That the Secretary of the 
Association be and he is hereby 
authorized to register until Jan- 
uary 1, 1933, females over one 
year of age, for the same fee re- 
quired for females under one year 

of age; and that sections of the By-Laws of the Associa- 
tion requiring double fees for the registration of a female 
pod one year of age are hereby waived up to January 1, 

This suspension of penalty fees for the registration of 
females for seven months resulted in placing on the rec- 
ords more than 29,000 females over a year of age and 
a to the Association’s treasury earnings in excess of 

31,000. 

But this moratorium which affected only the registra- 
tion of females more than a year of age, did not afford the 
relief that many wanted. At its expiration on January 
first of this year breeders again continued to express em- 
phatic opposition to the scale of fees in force. 

Sentiment of the breeders in favor of a reduction in 
the whole schedule of penalty fees took definite form at 
the Annual Convention of 1933 at Chicago, in several 
propositions to amend the By-Laws relating to fees which 
were offered in the Call. 

A committee was appointed to consider the several 
amendments and the delegates adopted almost unan- 
imously the recommendations of the committee tem- 
porarily to cut registration fees from a minimum of $1 
and a maximum of $8 to a flat rate of 75c each to mem- 
bers and non-members alike, and transfer fees to $1.00 
from a minimum of $1.50 and a maximum of $6, and a 
reduction in the membership fee from $25 to $10. 

The period of these reductions was first set at 60 days, 
June 15 to August 15. At the expiration of that time, fol- 
lowing a concerted effort on the part of the Secretary’s 
office and the Extension Service to acquaint as far as 
possible all Holstein breeders with the reductions, a total 
of 60,885 applications for registry and 13,836 applications 
for transfer was received in August. 

Even at the greatly reduced rates receipts of the Secre- 
tary’s office totalled over $71,000, the largest for a single 
month in its history. 

A comparison of these figures for one month with those 
for the preceding year shows that the number of applica- 
tions for registry filed in August was 71% of the entire 
registrations for 1932. The number of applications for 
transfer filed was over onethird of all certificates of 
transfer issued in 1932. During August and September

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The Advanced Registry Office

HE Advanced Registry Office consists of three de- 
"T artments, Advanced Registry established in 1885, 

Herd Improvement Registry established in 1928 and 
Super and Selective Registry, or Herd Classification, 
established in 1929. 

Department of Advanced Registry 

Advanced Registry has undoubtedly been the great- 
est single factor in the development of the breed up 
to the present time. Official supervision of the tests by 
the Agricultural Colleges and Experiment Stations, first 
arranged for by this Association in 
1894, has given the public full con- 
fidence in the records which have 
demonstrated beyond question the 
wonderful producing ability of the 
breed. Including the seven-day tests, 
which were discontinued with the 
beginning of the current year, a 
total of 123,275 MHolstein-Friesian 
cows and heifers have been tested 
and entered in Advanced Registry. 
In the Yearly Division, 32,144 tests 
of cows and heifers of all ages aver- 
age 16,765 lbs. milk and 569.9 Ibs. 


fat; similarly, 11,607 ten months’ 
tests average 14,018 lbs. milk and 
474.2 lbs. fat. While the percent- 


age of cows tested is small in com- 


parison to the total number, thou- 
sands of wonderful records have 
been made throughout the country. 


The list of cows with records above 
1,000 pounds fat includes 193 names 
and more than 10,000 others have 
records exceeding 600 Ibs. fat in 365 
days. The 30,000-lb. milk list includes 142 cows and 
7,000 uthers have records above 20,000 Ibs. in the year. 
The Blue Book, published annually, is devoted exclu- 
sively to Advanced Registry records and the great array 
of wonderful productions recorded within its pages 
clearly demonstrates the leadership of the breed in the 
dairy world. 


At the present time 228 breeders, located in 41 dif- 
ferent states, have a total of 2,411 cows on test for ten- 
months’ or yearly records in Advanced Registry. Wis- 
consin leads with 381 cows on test in 26 herds, followed 
‘by New York with 261 cows in 20 herds; California is 
third with 180 cows in 13 herds; Ohio fourth with 149 
cows in 19 herds; Iowa fifth with 139 cows in 13 herds; 
Maryland sixth with 137 cows in 11 herds; Pennsylvania 
seventh with 108 cows in 10 herds aud L[ilinois is eighth 
with 105 cows in 9 herds in Advanced Registry test. 
The fees for Advanced Registry test are less than those 
charged by any of the other dairy cattle breed associa- 
tions, as the Board of Directors has always taken the po- 
sition that breeders who test their cows are muking a sub- 
stantial contribution to the advancement of the breed. 
An annual testing fee of $2.00 is required in each case 
and in return the owner receives a copy of the Blue 
Book, which costs several times this amount. An indi- 
vidual testing fee of $2.00 for each cow started on test 
is also required. The cost of supervision has been re- 
duced very materially in many of the states during the 
past year so that testing costs are lower now than they 
have been in many years. 


Herd Improvement Registry 


The Herd Improvement Test, which was established 
in 1928, is now in its sixth year and the fifth volume of 
records will be published during the coming winter. 
Here we have an entirely different form of testing with 
the herd rather than the individual cow as a unit. For 
purposes of breed improvement this new form of testing 
has several distinct advantages over the Advanced Reg- 
istry test. Every cow in the herd is on test throughout 
the year and where herds are kept in the Herd Improve- 
ment Test year after year, the records furnish complete 
information as a basis for culling out the “‘slackers’”’ or 
low producing cows and the best possible information 
for proving the value of the herd sire. It is quite nat- 
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ural for the owner to select only the best cows in the 
herd for Advanced Registry test and frequently low pro- 
ducers are overlooked entirely and allowed to continue 
in the herd, wasting the hard earned profits of their 
stable mates. The Herd Improvement Test includes the 
entire herd throughout the year and continually points 
out the low producer and invites her elimination from 
the herd. The herd average includes all cows that are 
members of the herd for ten months of the herd test 
year and first calf heifers if they freshen before the close 
of the second month. As an incentive 
to the elimination of low producers 
from the herd, the owner has the 
privilege of omitting any cow from 
the herd average if he is willing te 
surrender her certificate of registry 
for cancellation before the close of 
the eleventh month of the herd test 
year. Cancellation because of low 
production is entirely voluntary on 
the part of the owner as the rules 
of the Herd Improvement Test do 
not include production requirements 
and production figures for every 
cow in the herd are published except 
in case of cancellation. These can- 
cellations do not affect the standing 
of progeny born prior to the date of 
cancellation of the registry certifi- 
cate, but they do bar the registry of 
any offspring born at a later date. 
Under this provision about 11% of 
all the cows tested in the Herd Test 
have been cancelled and thus, with 
their future progeny, forever elimi- 
nated from the breed. 


There is no better means of proving sires than the 
Herd Improvement Test followed year after year. This 
plan of testing provides complete information so that 
the owner may compare the productions of the first 
daughters of his new herd sire with those of their dams 
as first calf heifers and make direct comparisons with- 
out the necessity of adjustment for differences in age. 
This enables him to form some estimate of the value of 
the sire as soon as his first daughter completes a lacta- 
tion and as other daughters complete their records, he 
soon has a very good estimate of the real worth of their 
sire. The recent adoption of the Mount Hope Index 
for use with the Herd Test provides for the publication 
of the index together with summaries and averages for 
Herd Test sires with six or more daughter-dam compari- 
sons. It is to be expected, of course, that many of these 
sires will be dead before their value has been deter- 
mined, but the information will be worth while in point- 
ing out their progeny to be mated with other high pro- 
ducing strains, thus conserving and concentrating the 
high producing blood lines of the breed. 

Herds may be tested for Herd Improvement Registry 
by the tester employed in the local cow testing associa- 
tion, when he is authorized, and the cost in this way is 
very reasonable. The average sized herd requires only 
one day’s time for the monthly test, as the rules limit 
supervision to 48 milkings in one day, that is, 24 cows 
milked twice daily or 16 cows if milked three times a 
day. There are hundreds of owners of, pure bred Hol- 
stein herds now testing in the local cow testing associa- 
tion who should take advantage of this opportunity 
and join the Herd Test. The rules are not at all diffi- 
cult to follow and the added cost is very little; in fact, 
the only charge made by the Association is the fee of 
$2.00 which covers the entire herd for the year and en- 
titles the owner to a copy of the Red Book. The local 
testing association furnishes ample information for the 
grade herd owner, but the breeder of pure breds should 
have permanent records, recognized by his breed asso- 
ciation and kept in available form for pedigree pur- 
poses. Herd Improvement Registry performs all of this 
service at the minimum cost and every Holstein-Friesian

An Address Presented at Convention of The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America, June 6, 1933, Chicago, Ill.

itely decided questions for many years, before Hol- 

stein-Friesian Conventions, has been the subject of 
Holstein milk. Between Conventions there has been 
almost continuous discussion at state and local meetings 
and in the breed publication. This season has been no 
exception. In fact, there has been so much opinion ex- 
pressed in the World this year that the Educational 
Committee when making up today’s program felt that 
‘‘Milk Marketing’ should have a place with other im- 
portant subjects. 

A brief history of our Association in the field of milk 
advertising proved of interest to me, and I believe it 
will be likewise interesting to you. At the Annual 
Convention of this Association in 
1905, President Cortelyou said, ‘““The 
most important work of a public 
nature, which in my opinion will 
operate to advance the interests of 
owners of Holstein cattle, is a pro- 
mulgation of a _ better knowledge 
among consumers of milk of the 
dietetic value of the grade of milk 
produced by our cows.” 


Prior to 1909, before any direct 
advertising was carried out, the Lit- 
erary Committee was responsible for 
several bulletins and literature which 
were widely distributed. Here are 
the names of. a few of them: 


“The Food Value of a Pound of 
Milk Solids.” 

“The Choice of Cow’s Milk.” 

“Some Reasons for Preferring 
the Milk of Holsteins.”’ 

“The Story of Holstein Milk.’’ 

“Vitality in Milk.” 

Advertising of Holstein milk ap- 
pears to have first started in 1909. The Literary Com- 
mittee in the year 1909-10 spent $6,700 for both cattle 
and milk advertising, using five medical journals and 
a long list of general publications. 

Sizeable amounts were spent from this period until 
1920 in both general and medical journals at first, but 
later chiefly in the latter type. Advertising of milk was 
dropped from 1920 to 1922 and resumed in 19238. Dur- 
ing the years 1923 and 1924 about $40,000 was spent 
in as many as 37 publications. During this period the 
“White Nectar’ plan was being developed but was 
dropped and we find that no advertising appeared in 
1925. The program was modestly resumed in 1926 and 
carried on to 1930 when it was again discontinued, and 
so to the present time. 

Therefore, we find that Holstein milk has had Asso- 
ciation attention, either through the distribution of liter- 
ature, direct advertising, or both, since 1905 and per- 
haps previous to that. Looking back over the years, 
however, direct advertising has seemed not to have fol- 
lowed a continuous policy but has been in and out, no 
doubt coinciding with the financial conditions of the 
Association and the policies of different administrations. 

A third interesting point to me is a tabulation of the 
opinions of Holstein breeders, and while such expres- 
sions differ in detail, they seem to fall in these general 
classes: 

One group, numbering many, believes that Holstein 
milk as such, should be advertised extensively, especially 
for babies, children and invalids. Fortunately there is 
an abundance of evidence in favor of this type of adver- 
tising and most of the copy has been directed toward 
these classes of consumers. To date, it has been up to 
the local producer to capitalize on such advertising in 
his own community. No organized system of national 
distribution prevails to otherwise supply an inquiry de- 
mand. 

Another group believes that money expended should 


Piety dec one of the most discussed and least defin- 
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be in the general direction of increasing the use of milk 
and dairy products with the Holstein breed receiving its 
proportionate share of increase, inasmuch as the Hol- 
stein breed produces something like 70 per cent of the 
fluid milk. 

Another thought is that the Association can gather 
data and evidence for any producer-distributor who 
wishes to locally promote Holstein milk, this being prac- 
tically the plan now in force with the Association. 

As to which ideas are most right, is an open matter 
for discussion, but I am of the opinion that al three 
have merit and might be combined into one plan, which 
would be of real benefit to those who want to retail 
Special Holstein Milk, as well as to those who are pri- 
marily interested in breeding Hol- 
steins. It naturally follows that if 
you create an increased demand for 
Holstein milk, you also increase the 


demand for the Holstein-Friesian 
breed. 


There are two chief types of ad- 
vertising which are used in a sound 
way. One type of advertising is so 
worded and laid out to attract in- 
quiries which may or may not lead 
to direct sales, depending upon the 
nature of the business being adver- 
tised. Our Association for years 
has advertised with the object of 
drawing inquiries and to these liter- 
ature about Holstein-Friesian cattle 
has been sent. Names of the in- 
quirers have also been referred to 
state organizations for follow-up. 
Looking over the history of adver- 
tising in our Association, I would 
say that it has been quite successful 
in creating an interest in the breed 
in actually selling cattle through the follow-ups of the 
state and local associations. Obviously, however, to 
advertise Holstein milk and to draw inquiries from 
prospective consumers would be of no great value unless 
it were possible to direct the prospect to some one in 
that immediate vicinity who had Holstein milk for de- 
livery. 

The second type of advertising commonly used, is 
institutional advertising. The object is to generally 
acquaint the public with the merits of a product, assum- 
ing that they will be able te purchase it at nearby points. 
To make such advertising effective, distributing or re- 
tail points must be set up where the prospective con- 
sumers are most numerous. Therefore, it can be said, 
I believe without doubt, that distribution or retail 
points should precede the demand for any product, or 
at least it may be said that if this demand is created, 
sources of supply should soon follow. 

Applying this directly to our own problem, that of 
advertising and retailing Holstein milk, we recognize 
that Holstein cattle are located in almost every com- 
munity of any size in the United States, so the source 
of supply is not a problem. The real consideration, 
then, is to organize this source of supply so that in many 
communities we have retailers of Holstein milk, who can 
supply the demand which advertising will furnish. 

When you have producer-distributors of Holstein 
milk equipped to furnish milk of the breed, then you 
are ready for a national campaign of advertising and 
in the plan which I am going to briefly outline as a sug- 
gestion, the funds for national advertising will come 
primarily from the producers of the milk of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian cow. A large number of the members 
of this Association have expressed the idea that we 
should spend money for a national campaign. In order 
to do this, however, a sum of money, not less than 
$20,000 per year, should be available to effectively

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Holstein-Friesian Cattle

OST listeners to this program know of my per- 


Heretofore I have been talking in terms of “milk.” 
On various occasions I have extolled each of the dairy 
breeds.—quite impartially I hope, as befitted the occasion. 

However, as this program is one of a series offered 
through the courtesy of the State Department of Agricul- 
ture to disseminate information relative to the several 
breeds of dairy cattle, some of which I understand has al- 
ready been given you, there is now presented this opportu- 
nity to tell you about the oldest and greatest dairy breed 
of all,—Holstein-Friesian Cattle. “Holsteins” as they are 
more commonly called back here in America. 

The history of their pure breeding dates back to more 
than 300 years before the Christian era. 

In his writing, Caesar mentioned the wonderful cattle 
encountered during the time of the Roman conquest of 
Europe,—118 B. C. to 58 A. D. Their owners were known 
as “Friesians”’; they occupied a small strip of country 
about fifty miles long and 20 miles wide, partly reclaimed 
from the sea by means of dikes, that portion now known 
as Friesland,—-one of the small states of the Kingdom of 
Holland. 

Caesar made the Friesians pay an annual tax in ox 
hides and horns, while the neighboring Batavians furnished 
him with soldiers. Caesar was quick to sense the impor- 
tance of this breed of improved dairy cows, and unques- 
tionably caused their introduction into the country about 
Rome. 

In his History of the United Netherlands, speaking 
particularly of Friesland, Motley says: “On that strip of 
solid ground rescued by human energy from the ocean, 
were the most fertile pastures in the world. On these 
pastures grazed the most famous cattle in the world. An 
ox often weighed more than 2,000 Ibs. The cows produced 
two and three calves at a time. In a single village four 
thousand kine were counted. Large amounts of butter 
and cheese were exported each year; salted provisions to 
an incredible extent. The farmers were industrious, thriv- 
ing and independent.” 

The cattle referred to by the historian were those now 
commonly called “Holsteins,’— “Frieslands or Friesian” 
in England and her Provinces,—Holsteins in Germany, and 
“Holstein-Friesian” here in America, while in Holland they 
are spoken of as “Dutch Cattle.” 

This breed of cattle was imported into America by 
Dutch settlers of what is now New York State, between 
the years 1621 and 1625, and at irregular intervals after 
the Revolutionary War. 


However, it was not until just prior to the Civil War 
that the first permanent introduction of Holstein-Friesians 
from Holland to America were made by Mr. Winthrop W. 
Chenery of Belmont, Mass. Some of these animals were 
purchased by Mr. Charles Houghton, the first secretary and 
treasurer of the Association of Thoroughbred Holstein 
Cattle, the same being father to Mr. Frederick L. Hough- 
ton a noted authority on the breed, and for many years 
secretary of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, 
Inc., in which association I am honored to hold active mem- 
bership. 


The first animals of this breed to be brought to the 
United States after the Civil War were imported by Gerrit 
and Dudley Miller of New York State, William A. Russell 
of Massachusetts, and General William S. Tilton of Maine. 
It is interesting to know that Mr. Gerrit Miller is still 
actively engaged in the breeding of Holsteins,—his pres- 
ent noted herd being descended from his original importa- 
tions, is the oldest and one of the best in America. 


In size Holstein-Friesian cattle are the largest of all the 
dairy breeds. Likewise they are the largest producers of 
both milk and butterfat. Because of this, together with 
the fact that their milk more closely simulates both the 
physical and chemical properties of human milk in its 


ability to be easiest digested, it of greater 
value than the milk from any other dairy breeds. 

Due to more than twenty centuries of pure-breeding 
and selection, the prepotentcy, or ability to “breed-on,” is 
one of the outstanding characteristics of the Holstein-Frie 
sian cow, which makes her the leader in the business of 
building up better dairy cattle in America. 

That one may obtain some idea of her popularity with 
dairy-farmers and the milk consuming public, it is no 
exaggeration to say that more than 50% of all the dairy 
cattle in the United States are pure bred and grade Hol- 
steins. A grade Holstein cow is the offspring of parents, 
either one of which was a pure bred animal of the Hol- 
stein breed. 

Further, to get an even better impress of her worth 
as a dairy animal, please realize that importations of this 
great breed ceased in 1904—that up to this date less than 
9,000 head had been imported, and that up to the present 
time, more than 2,000,000 of these animals have been duly 
recorded or registered in the Herd Book,—the “Whose 
Who?” social register of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America, during a period of less than 50 years. Since 
the year 1890, only 132 Holstein-Friesians have been im- 
ported into America, and none since 1904. 


On the other hand, Guernsey and Jersey breeders are 
still bringing in their cattle each year into America, and 
to date over 24,000 of these two breeds have been imported. 
Yet,—according to the 1920 Government census we find 
that of the 916,602 pure bred cattle in this country at that 
time, 528,621, or nearly 60% were Holsteins; 213,834 were 
Jerseys, 79,446 were Guernseys with the remainder con- 
sisting of the other dairy breeds. 


Whether one knows it or not, the milk supplied most 
American cities is in whole or in part produced by Holstein 
cows, averaging probably as high as 85 to 90 per cent of 
the total milk supply. During the past ten years the status 
of the Holstein breed has steadily increased. Not having 
Government data immediately at hand, I am quoting from 
a Government census of a decade ago: 


“In thirty states of the Union, Holsteins are the most 
numerous of the dairy cattle. In these states 76.2% of 
the Nation’s milk is produced. 95.3% of the condensed 
and evaporated milk. 84.9% of the Creamery Butter. 
48.1% of the Factory Cheese, and 87.7% of the Farm 
Cheese.” 


“The average annual production of all dairy cattle in 
these states is 3,806 pounds of milk, and in the other 
groups where Holsteins do not predominate, the average 
production of milk is only 2,562 pounds.” 

“Facts are stubborn things.” When presented as a 
mass of statistical data, they are quite apt to be uninter- 
esting. So, with the general statement that we possess 
“the facts” tending to prove that the Holstein stands 
supreme over all dairy breeds as a producer of both milk 
and butterfat, together with a decided superiority in nu- 
tritional value,— in the event that one desires to challenge 
these statements,—let me acquaint you with this paragon 
of the dairy cow. 

The Pure Bred Holstein-Friesian Cow displays a majes- 
tic type of beauty. Her entire bearing is that of regal digni- 
ty. She is larger than her sisters of other breeds,—often 
weighing a ton of two thousand pounds, and occasionally 
tipping the scales at better than twenty-three hundred. 


Her color is a glorious combination of black and white. 
The black of her body may be a solid color, or may alter- 
nate with varying patches of white, but her thousands of 
generations of selective breeding positively ensures that 
no matter how these two colors are laid on, the under- 
neath-her-body, her legs below her knees, and the switch 
of her tail will always be white. 


The average weight of the Holstein-Friesian cow is 
from 1,200 to 1,400 pounds,—a full two or three hundred 
pounds more than the weight of the next largest of dairy 
breeds. At birth, her calves weigh from 85 to 130 pounds, 
—gstrong, vigorous babies that need no pampering,—often 
up on their feet and nursing within 10 to 20 minutes after 
they are born. 

Holstein cattle are the most docile and gentle of all

Good News to a Wider Audience 


HIS issue of the World reaches a wider audience 

I than usual. Through the cooperation of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, it is being 
placed in the hands of substantially all active breeders 
of Holsteins in the United States, covering those who 
have registered animals with the Association since 1928. 
Prime purpose of this effort is to convey to this 
whole active list the good news that the reduced fees 
for registration, transfer and membership, authorized 
by the Chicago convention last June, are to be extended 
until November 30, 1933. Details on the subject will 
be found in the Association’s announcement on page 19 
of this issue, and in the article by Secretary Seaverns. 
The attention of every reader of this issue is directed 

’ to the fact that until November 30, next, he can register 
his animals, regardless of age or sex, for 75 cents; can 
complete transfer papers for $1.00, regardless of when 
the sale was made, and can become a life member of 
the Association for $10, instead of the regular $25 fee 
that has prevailed for nearly 35 years. These low tem- 


porary fees are offered to non-members and members 
alike. 


Under the resolution adopted at Chicago, the ‘‘mor- 
atorium”’ on fees was authorized definitely for sixty days 
only, from June 15 to August 15. The Executive Com- 
mittee, however, was authorized to extend the period 
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from month to month, but in no case later than Novem- 
ber 30, 1933, if in their judgment the breeders were 
making sufficient use of the low fees to justify such 
continuance. The response of the Holstein public was 
immediate and emphatic in its approval, and provided 
a striking testimonial to the fundamental faith in the 
future of our industry which breeders hold. Even bar- 
gain prices would not attract such an outpouring of 
applications as have flooded the Secretary’s office dur- 
ing July, August and September, if breeders did not have 
faith in the future of the industry and the importance 
of maintaining registrations of their herds. 


During July, August and September, fees paid have 
amounted to over $90,000. These include a total of 
76,053 applications for registry (comparing with 13,931 
in the same period of 1932); 19,760 applications for 
transfer (compared with 7,042 in like 1932 period), and 
1,342 new memberships (compared to 77 for July-Au- 
gust-September 1932). Particularly significant for the 
future is the great response to the lowered membership 
fee—67 in July, 277 in August and 998 in September— 
indicating the good will toward the organization which 
this fee-reduction has inspired, and the desire and inten- 
tion on the part of breeders to be more actively identi- 
fied with it, to take advantage of the services it provides 
and to get the benefit in future years of the lower fees 
regularly accorded members. 


Notice of this final extension to November 30, 1933, 
appeared in our issue of September 23, so that World 
subscribers have been familiar with the situation for the 
past month. This issue will bring this good news for 
the first time to nearly 30,000 other Holstein breeders. 
Many of these breeders, judging from letters we have 
received and which also have come to Secretary Seav- 
erns in large numbers, will find this good news indeed. 
Some have reported inability to take advantage of the 
low fees earlier because of heifers being away at pas- 
ture; others have found it necessary for financial rea- 
sons to wait until after marketing some of their crops 
this fall. The November 30 closing date, however, 
should accommodate all, and we hope that many more 
will take the opportunity to get their papers in order 
or to consummate membership in the Association while 
these great savings in costs are available. 


The World is glad, indeed, of the opportunity to be 
of service in the matter of passing this good news to 
the whole fraternity of Holstein breeders. To the read- 
ers of this issue who are not now regular subscribers, 
a cordial invitation is extended to join the World family 
at this time. Right now, when we are evidently on the 
threshold of better times, it is more important than ever 
for breeders to keep themselves informed as to what 
is going on in their industry. The news in this issue 


is representative of the service the World provides for 


its readers. 


Surplus Production 


HE big problem in all the current effort to formu- 

I late codes for the dairy industry is the pest method 

of taking care of surplus production. In fact, it is the 

surplus, that is really the root of the trouble that is re- 
flected in the effort to set up such codes. 


Many different solutions of the problems have been 
suggested. The dairy industry at large has long recog- 
nized that the answer could be found readily if the low 
producing cows could be culled out and slaughtered. 
The difficulty has been to get dairymen to embark 
properly on such a_ program. Individual dairymen, 
through help of the cow testing associations have vastly 
benefitted themselves by such culling programs, but the 
work has not been general enough, and the herds that 
needed it the most have so generally disregarded it, 
that the dairy industry is still struggling under the 
burden of the surplus which these boarder cows are 
constantly producing at a loss to everyone. 


We recently received a very interesting letter from 
Mr. L. A. Colton, of New York, who has an ingenious 
suggestion, which might have seemed fantastic a few 
years ago, but which, it seems to us, has more than a 
fair chance of getting desirable results along several 
lines in connection with the current recovery program. 
Mr. Colton’s letter appears in our Round Table depart- 
ment this week and we urge our readers to study it. 
Comments are invited.

HE interesting picture—if you like history—on our 
"Teront cover this week is one that recently came to 

light from the files of Dorr McLaury, who served as 
Superintendent of Dairy Cattle at the New York State 
Fair in 1908, when and where this picture of the aged bull 
class was taken. We regret that we have been unable to 
identify all of the bulls, but perhaps some of our older 
readers can help us out. 

The light colored bull whose head and shoulders appear 
at the extreme left is Dijkstra Beauty Lad 32122, then 
owned by George M. Carpenter, Wilkes-Barre, Pa., later 
sold to W. B. Barney & Co. of Iowa who showed him for 
the grand championship at the National Dairy Show in 
1909. Directly in front of him is none other than Colantha 
Johanna Lad 32481, who headed the Fred F. Fie!d show 
herd that year. Right in front of him is Aaggie Cornucopia 
Johanna Lad Jr. 26974, owned by M. S. Nye, Preble, N. Y. 
and later to be known as the greatest prize winner and 
sire of prize winners of the breed. Right in the foreground, 
front and center, is King of the Pontiacs 39037, and we 
regret to observe that Ward Stevens (in the hard kelly) 
is not doing his usual efficient job of showing but appears 
to be asleep at the staff. Just beyond him is a bull we 
are not just sure about, but a pretty good guess would be 
De Kol Alban Butter Boy 40086, owned by E. A. Powell, 
Syracuse, N. Y. At the extreme right may be seen the 
rump and rear quarters of King Segis 36168. who was out 
at the head of the H. A. Moyer show herd. The white bull 
with the fine black spots near the center of the ring Is 
probably Mutual Pietertje Paul 31943, Wing R. Smith’s old 
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bull, and right in front of him, directly facing the camera 
is a bull that looks like another of “Uncle Wing’s”—Prince 
Segis Korndyke 38835, but we might be wrong on both of 
these. We are sorry not to be able to identify the big 
white bull in the right foreground; also that we cannot 
place F. P. Knowles third prize winner, Johanna Model 
Lad 31943. We would be glad if any of our readers could 
help us identify any of these bulls or any of the ringside 
spectators. We note that the young lady back of the rail 
apparently “made the trip’ by auto,” as she wears her veil 
and duster, but it appears that others came by horse and 
buggy. 

Oldtimers will remember the unusual situation that 
arose in judging this class. The regular judge was W. J. 
Gillette of Wisconsin, who declined to place the aged bull 
class as it contained Colantha Johanna Lad, a bull of his 
breeding, so Cornelius Eastope, the Guernsey judge, 
assisted by Dan Warner, placed this class, putting Aaggie 
Cornucopia Johanna Lad Jr. first, Colantha Johanna Lad 
second, Johanna Model Lad third and Dijkstra Beauty Lad 
fourth. When it came time to show for championships, all 
exhibitors claimed the right to enter their bulls again, as 
there would be a different judge, and this permission was 
granted. Mr. Gillette accordingly stepped aside again and 
A. A. Cortelyou of New Jersey selected the grand cham- 
pion, pinning the purple on the fourth prize aged bull, 
Dijkstra Beauty Lad. Naturally this caused some dissatis- 
faction and was perhaps one reason why the following 
year the Holstein judging at Syracuse was done by the 
Cornell University student judging team of the year be- 
fore, which had won the trophy for judging Holsteins at 
the National Dairy Show.

A PLAN FOR SURPLUS MILK CONTROL 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


Last night, I was reading in our evening paper some- 
thing about the Federal contiol of production in the 
dairy business. Here is a crude scheme for a possible 
way to control production of milk to the advantage of 
the producer and with no disadvantage to the consumer. 
Somewhere I have read that the average production of 
cows throughout the country is less than 5,000 Ibs. milk 
per year, and when we consider that a lot of us have 
cows producing 12,000 to 15,000 Ibs. or more, there 
must be a large number of cows that are only producing 
2,000 or 3,000 lbs. My experience has been that the 
Holstein cow that won’t produce 7,000 lbs. milk in a 
year is a liability instead of an asset and there can’t 
anyone afford to keep her, even in the most prosperous 
times. I assume that a cow of another breed, like the 
Jersey or Guernsey, that doesn’t produce 200 Ibs. fat 
in a year is in the same class. So, I was basing my 
calculations on 7,000 Ibs. milk, or approximately 200 
lbs. fat per year. The trouble is the majority of dairy- 
men who are keeping this kind of cattle don’t have any 
records and don’t know that they are paying to keep 
cows instead of having cows to keep them. 


At this time of unemployment, there are hundreds 
of bright young fellows coming out of agricultural 
schools of the country who haven't a job and my idea 
would be to get certain appropriations, put these young 
fellows at work, together with the present cow testing 
men, and test out the herds of the farmers for milk 
production and condemn any cow to the block that 
does not produce 7,000 Ibs. milk or 200 Ibs. fat. This, 
in a short time, would relieve the surplus that now is 
the great bug-bear of the industry and is being handled 
at a great expense by producers at no profit to anyone 
from the producer, up. If we could get rid of this sur- 
plus and save all this expense of handling, the distribu- 
tor would still be able to sell the milk to the consumer 
at practically the same price he is now selling it and 
make a good margin of profit, due to the lesser expense 
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of running a business, and would be able to pay the 
farmer a much better return for his milk. 

I see by the paper (as Will Rogers would say) that 
they are killing off five million hogs and are going to 
either throw the meat away or let the unemployed have 
it. They could take the meat from these dairy cows 
and make it into corn beef hash, frankfurts, or baloney, 
or whatever class of beef it would make, and use it for 
our welfare work instead of being taxed to do it, and 
thus save enough money to pay the farmer a fair price 
for these undesirable cows. In the hog business, they 
would have to continue some such scheme as this or 
go right back where they are now because pigs multiply 
so fast, but in the cow industry where a cow only has 
one calf a year and half of these are bulls and probably 
half: of the heifers that are raised would meet the same 
fate as their poor-producing ancestors did, I believe it 
would be a great many years before the dairy business 
would ever get back in the condition it is in now, due 
to over-production and surplus, a good part of which 
is produced by these low-producing cows. 

Surely something has to be done or a lot of us will 
have to quit the dairy business.

I wish to thank you for your editorials in the World 
relating to Advanced Registration.

You know 
that I hold it is to advanced registration that we must look 
for a basis in the improvement of the breed through selec- 
tive registration and when I speak of advanced registra- 
tion, I include herd testing and herd rating and honors 
conferred on sires as supplemental parts. 

Times like these are hard indeed for owners; but they 
are the very best times for the improvement of the breed 
through culling, and the strengthening of the herds of those 
who can get hold of any money through the picking up at 
low prices of such fine animals as they have room for. 
The depression following the Civil War lasted six years, 
but in time wore itself out. This depression will do the 
same; and when better times come and good cattle are 
again in demand at good prices, those who can supply the 
demand will have the advantage.

Fee Holiday a Real Relief Measure 
(Continued from page 11) 
more than 1,300 new members were entered. It is gratify- 
ing to note among these applicants the number who are 
starting with the breed—a group from which the coming 
generation of Holstein breeders must be recruited. 
Because of the overwhelming response to the reduc- 
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tions the Executive Committee granted an extension of 
the privilege for 30 days or until September 15. This pro- 
vided further opportunity for many others to file their 
applications who had been prevented from taking ad- 
vantage of the 60-day reductions, and the results continued 
most gratifying. 

At the expiration of the extended period of 30 days 
the Executive Committee recognized the tremendous suc- 
cess of the relief measure, and felt justified in exercising 
the authority granted it in the resolution adopted at the 
Annual Convention and extended the privilege to the full 
limit, November 30. This was especially welcome to those 
whose unregistered animals were at pasture, or who for 
other reasons had been unable to avail themselves of the 
opportunity earlier. 

On one day, August 14, just before the close of the first 
60-day period, between 16,000 and 17,000 applications for 
registry were received. This was equivalent to nearly 
one-fourth of the entire registrations for 1932. With such 
a tremendous amount of work the Secretary’s office has 
been taxed to the utmost. Although all available clerks 
trained in registration work have been added, it has been 
impossible in such an emergency to give customary serv- 
ice and delay has been unavoidable. The detail of regis- 
tration is intricate and to be satisfactorily handled re- 
quires clerks qualified through months of training. 

I regret any annoyance this interruption of our usual 
service may have caused and can only ask your indulgence. 

At the end of the 1932 moratorium some breeders wrote 
the Secretary’s office that they had overlooked the oppor- 
tunity and were greatly disappointed. We are earnestly 
striving to prevent a repetition of that situation and 
especial attention is called to the expiration date—Novem- 
ber 30, 1933. This is positively the final date for mailing 
applications for registry at 75c, applications for transfer at 
$1 and applications for membership at $10. Action taken 
at the Annual Convention in June renders impossible any 
further extension of the period: 

“The Executive Committee, in its discretion, by 
an order made by it, may extend this privilege from 
month to month up to November 30, 1933, when this 
privilege shall expire and Section 51-1 (Article IV) 
shall be omitted from the By-Laws of the Asso- 
ciation.”

The Home Stretch 

Ten months of an active program 
and campaign for the Holstein breed 
during 1933 is now history. ‘Two 
months remain for the general finish- 
ing touches to complete one of the 
most satisfactory. years of organized 
effort on the part of Holstein breed- 
ers of New York State. 

Practically every district club of 
the State Association has been con- 
centrating its effort towards organized 
results without thought of glory or 
financial consideration. The big  in- 
centive was the promotion of the 
breed and the development of the Hol- 
stein cow. During the next two 
months all of the officers of the local 
clubs should concentrate their efforts, 
not only on the continuation of their 
programs, but also the summarization 
of results in order that the State Asso- 
ciation can distribute its prize money 
for the continuation of the Holstein 
breed promotion during the coming 
year of 1934. 

Sale of Cattle 

The program of development of 
quality cattle, as carried on through 
the State Association, is steadily 
showing results through demands for 
New York State Holsteins. During 
1929 New York State sold only 14 
per cent of the pure bred cattle. Dur- 
ing 1932 approximately 24 per cent of 
the total Holsteins sold in the United 
States were sold by New York State 
breeders. This summer and fall New 
York State has sold nearly one third 
of the total number of pure breds 
sold in the United States and approxi- 
mately one half of the total purchases 
of dairy cattle in the entire country 
have been made by New York State 
dairymen. 

Not only has the New York State 
dairymen been catering to New York 
State breeders for their purchases but 
they have been willing to pay a pre- 
mium of from ten to twenty dollars 
a head. higher than is paid in most 
other -sections of the United States. 
This is mainly due to the splendid

breeding, record keeping and disease 
control program that has been carried 
on and sponsored through the State 
organization. Our largest purchasers 
are now stating that their preference 
for New York cows are based mostly 
on more reliable production and 
disease records and better sires that 
are being used in the herds of New 
York State breeders. The results of 
this program carried on by your State 
Association should be a source of 
pride to every member of the organi- 
zation and of much satisfaction to 
every breeder of Holstein cows in the 
State. Such results can only be ob- 
tained through cooperative effort. 


Showing Awards 

Every member of the State Associa- 
tion should forward to their district 
secretary immediately a _ statement 
relative to tne number 0° arimals that 
they have had on exhibition at the 
different roundups, fairs and shows 
this year. The show season is now 
over and reports relative to the show- 
ing contest are now due. These re- 
ports should be in the hands of the 
State secretary previous to November 
15th if you are to obtain your portion 
of money for the work you have done 
in carrying on this work. Every 
member who has shown cattle this 
year should report the number of 
animals he has shown and the place 
they were exhibited. If the same ani- 
mal was exhibited at several different 
roundups or fairs, each place should 
be mentioned, as credit is given for 
every exhibit. In sending in this re- 
port, please indicate any other booths 
or exhibits that were arranged in con- 
nection with such gatherings. Most 
of the fairs held in districts where 
county clubs are active showed the 
results of this program. Holsteins 
constituted most of the cattle exhibit 
at practically all of the fairs in the 
State including the New York State 
Fair. This program has been very 
well carried out during the past show 
season and every club should take 
advantage of the splendid work they 
have done by sending in their credits.

The 
better breeders in New York State 
are finding practically their entire 
market at home. New York State 
starts 25.000 new bulls in service 
every year. Approximately 10,000 of 
these bulls are pure bred Holstein 
bulls. One of the greatest advantages 
to the Holstein industry of New York 
State would be the use of all the out- 
standing pure bred bulls of the entire 
United States. We have a place for 
them and our better sires campaigns 
are creating a greater interest in 
their purchase. 

During the past year nine counties 

have been carrying on better sires 
campaigns. Five new counties will be 
added for 1954. These campaigns 
supplimented with breeding schools 
attended by over 5,000 dairymen last 
year have created a_ tremendous 
amount of new interest on the part 
of the dairymen in the districts where 
educational work has been carried on. 
The bull sales list that is kept up-to- 
date by monthly publications has been 
in greater demand than ever before. 
An increasing percentage of all the 
bulls listed is being sold through this 
list. Fortunately our increase in test- 
ing work has enabled us to find a 
sufficient number of bulls whose dams 
have produced 400 pounds of butterfat 
or better on twice a day milking, or 
the equivalent on more milkings per 
day, to take care of all the demand. 
This increased demand for bulls from 
registered stock is helping the record 
work to dispose of some of their ani- 
mals. It is also of very great service 
in the developing of the kind of cattle 
that buyers want. It has been stated 
that the breeding program has con- 
tributed as much to the promotion of 
the testing program as any other 
single factor. It has at least accounted 
for a great increase in the demand 
for pure bred bulls and increase in 
the demand for New York State bulls. 
It has helped New York State to 
develop more proved sires on the lac- 
tation basis through dairy herd im- 
provement associations than any 
other state in the United States. It 
has developed greater interest in bull 
associations and is undoubtedly show- 
ing its influence on the sale of cattle 
to New York State dairymen and also 
for the demand for Holsteins’ in 
preference to other breeds because of 
their superiority in production. 

All members of the district clubs 
that have bulls whose dams have pro- 
duced over 400 pounds of butterfat 
should report same to their local 
secretaries for credit stating the pro- 
duction of the dam of their herd sire. 
Additional credit is given for bulls 
that have been classified by the Na- 
tional Association and also for proved 
sires owned by any of the members.

Bull Calves (11) 

This was not an especially outstanding class taken 
altogether, but Mr. Norris’ Wimbledon Dean Marathon 
made a pleasing top. This bull is showing in not as 
high condition as most of his competitors. He carries 
a wonderful middle along with a level top and worlds 
of dairy quality. He is a son of Dean Colantha Pearl 
Ormsby out of Mr. Norris’ great Jettine cow, a daughter 
of Marathon Bess Burke, and is being retained as a jun- 
ior herd sire. In second place came King Bessie Plus, jun- 
ior herd sire at Elmwood, a son of King Bessie Ormsby Pie- 
tertje and Pearl Abbekerk Dixie with a 1,200 lb. butter 
record. Hays & Company were in third place with Hays’ 
Aristocracy, maternal brother of Sensation and full 





brother of Supreme, making a great trio of bulls from

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order to carry on their work, that he 
has offered his entire crop of bull 
calves to be born the next few months 
for distribution where they will do the 
most good. 

The donor of these calves asked 
that his name be withheld from pub- 
licity because in his opinion many 
preeders would object to giving out- 
standing pure bred bulls away. This 
idea is undoubtedly correct to a 
limited extent. However, the writer 
recalls an article published in the 
news letter a year ago which was 
headed: Automobiles, Bulls and 
Safety Razors. The article is sum- 
marized as follows: 

“Automobiles can be sold for actual 
cost of production and the company 
make a satisfactory profit on the sale 
of spare parts. Safety razors are 
given away with a tube of shaving 
soap or toothpaste so that they can 
derive their profit from the sale of 
blades. Holstein breeders who have 
been liberal in the placing of bull 
calves where they will do the most 
good have very materially profited 
from future sales made to these same 
breeders in both maljes and females.” 

The bull calves which will be all 
too few in number offered by this 
most generous and farsighted breeder 
will be put in the hands of boys and 
girls who need encouragement to con- 
tinue their lifework in the pure bred 
Holstein business. Many of these 
youngsters are in communities where 
there are no pure bred bulls avail- 
able to breed their registered calf 
club animals. The bulls will be 
placed in herds whose fathers have 
not yet become interested in the pure 
bred business. Every detail will be 
taken into consideration to determine 
the possibilities of this gift contribut- 
ing to the future of the Holstein in- 
dustry. Whenever we find a boy or 
girl whose environment and condi- 
tions indicate that the gift of an out- 
standing pure bred bull for their jun- 
ior project work will be the final in- 
centive for their continuing to future 
breeders and leaders of the industry, 
it is hoped that we will be able to find 
a satisfactory sire for them. The 
small number of bulls that we will get 
from our most generous cooperator 
will be insufficient to take care of the 
needs. 

Testing Program 


All members of the clubs who have 
been carrying on Advanced Registry 
testing should start preparing their 
reports for cows that have finished 
the association year during 1933. The 
secretary of each local club will 
appreciate your assistance in sending 
in these reports. It will also aid your 
club in securing your portion of ex- 
tension money for promoting the 
breed in you~ territory during 1934. 
Dairy herd improvement association 
testers who are carrying ‘on cow test- 
ing associations in addition to Hol- 
stein herd test work must have these 
blanks by the first of November in 
order that they may turn in the sum- 
mary of herds that have completed 
the year in 1933 while they are mak- 
ing their November and December 
circuit. 

The results of this program are 
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very much in evidence. During the 
year when other states have failed to 
keep up interest in record work, New 
York State has been increasing its 
testing program. 

Through the adoption of the herd 
test plan by the National Association 
and the cooperation with the super- 
visor of testing work in New York 
State, it is now possible for every 
pure bred dairyman to test his entire 
herd, with the results recorded in the 
year books of the National Associa- 
tion, cheaper than he could originally 
test one cow for a 7-day record. Such 
developments brought about by your 
organization, especially for the aver- 
age pure bred breeder should remove 
all questions from the mind of every 
dairyman that your breed association 
as promoted by your National organi- 
zation directly through State, district 
and county clubs, is working for the 
small breeder who is making up this 
great breed organization. 

Advisory Council Meeting 

The Advisory Council of the State 
Association is made up of one repre- 
sentative frcm each district club «ad 
the Board of Directors of the state 
Association. All local ciuts should 
have their Advisory Council member 
appointed at the present time so that 
he will be prepared to attend the Ad- 
visory Council meeting to be held in 
November. Notices of the time and 
place of the council meeting which 
will probably be held in Utica will be 
mailed to the officers of the local 
clubs in the near future. 





St. Olaf College, Northfield, has 
been doing a good job of breeding and 
developing for many years. Mr. P. O.

Perhaps the best 
prospect in the lot is St. Olaf Pride 
Jewel who made 760 lbs. fat as a 3- 
year-old, and promises to go well 
above 800 lbs. fat this time. She looks 
the part. Sir Ormsby Segis Mercedes 
(brother of Queen Bessie) heads the 
herd, and they have close to fifty of 
his daughters in the herd. With him 
they are using King Pansy Papoose, 
son of Dr. Plondke’s great sire, Tri- 
une Piebe Papoose out of Neola 
Pansy Piebe (960 lbs. fat at 3 years)- 
a great proven dam. 





Adadale Farm, owned by H. 


N. 
Struble & Son at Sussex, N. J., made 


a herd average of 400 lbs. fat on 22 
cows, ten of them producing from 
400 to 633 Ibs. fat. Their herd is 
headed by Adadale Veeman De Kol 
Ormsby Ideal and has been accredited 
for the past five years. 





Senor Uberto Giovannelli whose 
high class herd of Carnation bred Hol- 
steins was the subject of a_ recent 
item in this publication, writes inter- 
estingly regarding other herds near 
Mexico City. He mentions particular- 
ly the farm of Mutiozabal Brothers, 
who have built up a good herd, the 
present herd sire being Carnation 
Inka Mead, a tremendously large son 
of Sir Inka May. This herd has been 
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working for about ten years and Mr. 
Giovannelli considers them the best 
organized milk farm in that zone. Mr. 
Joaquin Rosales, of Mexico City, is 
using a son of Matador Segis Ormsby 
and at the November 1932 National 
Exposition former President General 
Calles, the leader of all activities in 
Mexico, took the championship with 
a Carnation bred cow that was gen- 
erally recognized as the best cow at 
the exhibition.

H. P. Topping, Kansas City, Mo., 
has been offering for sale a number 
of good foundation females, strong 
in Carnation blood lines, from his 
herd which is located at Gravette, 
Arkansas. Mr. Topping writes that 
the serious drought in Arkansas this 
past summer and the consequent 
shortage of feed makes necessary a 
reduction of his breeding herd.

Y., was winner of the showmanship 
contest at the 4-H Calf Club Round- 
up, held in connection with the Os- 
wego County Dairy Field Day, at 
Sandy Creek, August 12.

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Wisconsin Holstein Notes 


By MILTON H. BUTTON, State Secretary 


Chas. Symons, president of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Wisconsin, suggests that State As- 
sociations can profitably spend more 
time on the health program of our 
herds. In many sections of Wiscon- 
sin breeders are organizing associa- 
tions for group testing of their herds 
for Bang’s Disease. Through this 
organization they are able to get re- 
duced rates for testing. The great- 
est results of these organizations lie 
in the fact that they awaken the 
community to the need for this test- 
ing. In an effort to preserve their 
own markets Eastern states are be- 
coming more and more stringent in 
their demands. There are no health 
rules so stringent that it is impos- 
sible to meet them and sections of 
our state are now testing so that 
they may comply with these de- 
mands. It is entirely possible that 
the states establishing these strict 
regulations may find a backfire from 
these regulations in that Wisconsin 
will be able to meet the require- 
ments, while cattle cannot be pur- 
«chased in their home state carrying 
the same clean bill of health. The 
State Association is cooperating with 
the State Sanitary Board in further- 
ing this testing program. 


The fair season now about con- 
«cluded found only two Wisconsin 
herds on the big circuit, upholding 
the tradition of Wisconsin Holsteins 
before the breeders of the United 
States. George Schumacher, Janes- 
ville, made many of the big fairs, 
and was right in there every week 
battling for top honors with’ the 
great show herds. George does not 
have a large show herd to. select 
from and his winnings are remark-

The Wisconsin Board of Control 
as usual have been heavy winners 
every place they went. The Wiscon- 
sin State Institutions with their 
corps of fine herdsmen at the ring- 
side of the big shows add to the 
color of every event. The Board of 
Control and Schumacher both made 
a fine showing at Waterloo. 


Two of Wisconsin’s good show 
cows have died on the fair circuit 
this year. George Schumacher re- 
ports that his great cow, Grilla 
Ormsby Ruble 901570, the Grand 
Champion winner at the Wisconsin 
State Fair, died after a short illness. 
The State Board of Control lost 
Bessie Ormsby Van Beers Pietertje 
just after calving. This cow placed 
4th at the Wisconsin State Fair. 


Wisconsin breeders are certainly 
taking full advantage of the mora- 
torium. Nearly every breeder vis- 
ited tells of the large number of 
applications sent in, in bringing the 
papers up to date on his herd.

The North Dakota Agricultural Col- 
lege has recently exchanged Holstein 
bulls with the U. S. D. A. Bureau of 
Dairy Industry. The college bull, Dean 
Piebe Homestead, No. 4525109 goes 
to the U. S. Dairy Station at Mandan, 
North Dakota, and Friend Ona Paul 
Ormsby, No. 541314,, comes to the col- 
lege. 

Dean Piebe Homestead has eleven 
daughters that have completed year 
records as_ first-calf heifers. The 
heifers on two-times-a-aday milking 
average 494 pounds of butterfat. Their 
dams at the same age and under the 
same feed and care averaged 387 
pounds of fat.

breeds, due to centuries of living within the same building 
with their original Netherland owners. These big, strong, 
vigorous cows consume greater quantities of roughages 
of pasture and field as a result of which vitamins are con- 
sequently stored in their milk in larger quantities than in 
milk from other breeds. Because of this fact our National 
3reed Association adopted this slogan: “HEALTH, VITAL- 
ITY, NUT'RITION’’—the only slogal for milk possessed of 
a real meaning. 

The rugged, vital constitution of these cattle adapts 
them to any climate. They are found in every country 
throughout the world where ever dairy cattle are known. 
Truly, they maye be caller “The FOSTER MOTHER OF 
THE HUMAN RACE.” Former Governor Frank O. Low- 
den of Illinois, undoubtedly has this dominating interna- 
tional breed in mind when he penned the following trib- 
ute: 

“The cow is the most wonderful laboratory. She 
takes the grasses of the pasture and the roughage 

of the field and converts them into the most perfect 

food for man. In that food there is a mysterious 

something which scientists have found essential to 
the highest health of the human race, and which 
can be found nowhere else. Men have sought for 
the fabled fountain of youth. The nearest approach 

to that fountain which has yet been discovered, is 

the ud‘ler of the cow. Without her milk, children 

languish, the vigor of the adult declines, and the 
vitality cf the human race runs low.” 

The nutrition scientist, and the pediatrician have long 
acclaimed Holstein milk to be superior for building strong 
bone,—better, healthier, vigorous bodies. Without her 
product there would be a dearth of milk as 80-90 per cent 
of almost every city milk supply is produced by the Hol- 
stein-Friesian cow. She may be credited with fully 90% 
of all the milk produced here in Rhode Island. 

It is frequently stated that the average milk production 
per year of the dairy cattle in these United States is about 
4,000 lbs.,—approximately 1,800 quarts per cow per year.

these enormous records, most of these cows were milked 
four times each day. 

As an outstanding comparison I want to mention the 
world’s champion 1,000 lb. fat cow, made on only two times 
daily milking,—in what is known to our breeders as “Class 
Cc.” This record was just completed by the Holstein-Frie- 
sian cow, “Winterthur Boast Ormsby Ganne,” at Winter- 
thur Farms, Wilmington, Del., which makes her World’s 
Champion over all ages and all breeds of dairy cattle. This 
is her record of production, on twice daily milking: 

Butter fat,—1,004.2 lbs. from 23,444.6 lbs. milk. 

This makes her average of butterfat test 4.3%. 

There are thousands of creditable producing and test- 
ing Holstein cows, but time does not permit of further 
mentioning them, but I have stated the average produc- 
tion for animals of this breed. When for any reason her 
milking days are over, the Holstein cow makes excellent 
beef and when sold for this purpose returns to her owner 
far greater money value than that of any of the other 
breeds of dairy cattle. Lastly, let me say where the Hol- 
stein-Friesian excels, is in her milk and its products. As 
a potable milk it is possessed of superior physical and 
chemical nutritional qualities. No other breed surpasses 
her product in amount and kind of vitamins naturally 
contained in her milk, which is noted for its delectable 
flavor,—a fact conceded by admirers of other breeds. It 
averages the softest curd, and the easiest assimilated fat of 
any other kind of cattle.

carry on an advertising program. And once such a 
program is-put into effect, it should be continuous and 
not intermittent. Space may vary according to the 
times and according to the ability of people to buy. 
But if advertising is once started, of the type which we 
here refer to, it should be carried on year after year, 
because the effect of two or three years advertising can 
be almost completely wiped out by two or three years 
when no advertising whatever appears. This is a sound 
principle, recognized by the leading advertisers, regard- 
less of the commodity. 

What really seems to be a practical plan is to organ- 
ize localities into working marketing units. When fifty 
local marketing organizations have been organized and 
are functioning and when these units have built up an 
advertising fund of $25,000, with assurance of an an- 
nual continuation of such a fund, then an advertising 
program of national scope can be carried on. When any 
one unit is functioning, local advertising will be carried 
on, to later be supplemented by a national campaign. 

To illustrate, we will consider a local unit to consist 
of 100 Holstein cows producing on an average of 10,000 
lbs. of milk or about 500,000 quarts in a year. Such a 
unit might include anywhere from one to five or more 
breeders. A standard bottle cap would be used, pur- 
chased from a manufacturer authorized to make same. 
Said manufacturer would add 1/5 of a cent per cap to 
the regular price and this money would be turned over 
to our Association or its authorized agent. Thus, one 
local unit would provide a sum of $1,000 for marketing 
and advertising of which $400 would be used for direct 
local advertising and promotion. The remaining $600 
would be used as follows: $200 to go toward the over- 
head of the Association, or its authorized agent, and 
$400 to be see aside for a future national advertising 
program.

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Illinois Herd Improvement Plan 


At the annual meeting of the Illinois 
Holstein-Friesian Association in Janu- 
ary of this year, there was apparent 
a desire on the part of the breeders 
to work out a thorough-going plan for 
Holstein Herd Improvement, which 
should result in more rapid organized 
development of the Holstein Breed 
in Illinois. 


After years of experience in breed- 
ing Holstein cattle, and experimental 
research in Heredity, it was thought 
that the results of these experiences 
could be crystallized into a practical 
set of principles, by the use of which 
breeders could take advantage of this 
accumulated store of experience and 
knowledge of breeding. ° 


It was decided to plan a series of 
meetings during 1933, at various points 
in the State, at which breeders could 
discuss and work out such a plan into 
a usable form, adaptable to conditions 
on a large number of farms. At that 
time Professor W. W. Yapp, who is a 
director of the Association, accepted 
ground work of a plan for Illinois 
Holstein herd improvement, and to 
lead the discussions in each of these

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the responsibility for preparing the 
series of meetings. 

Accordingly, the broad general 
principles of this plan, together with 
some of the reasoning back of them, 
was presented recently to the Board 
of Directors by Professor Yapp, and 
at the first of these series of discus- 
sion meetings, which was held at St. 
Charles, in July, the discussion of 
this plan was taken up by breeders 
from adjoining counties with much 
enthusiasm. 

At the present stage in the develop- 
ment of this plan, it is not possible to 
present a standardized set of practical 
instructions for carrying out the de- 
tails by the individual breeder. This 
will come later, but at this time it is 
thought that the readers of the 
World will be interested in a resume 
of the principles upon which Illinois 
breeders are seeking to build up their 
working plan. So a brief skeleton 
out-line of the philosophy of this plan 
is presented herewith. 

This presentation is the result of 
mature thought and study of the sub- 
ject by Professor Yapp. It should be 
borne in mind however, that in per- 
fecting the working principles, some 
additional ideas may be added, and 
some of the tentative ideas suggested 
now, may be considerably modified. 

It is of interest, and somewhat sur- 
prising in this connection to know 
that the item given below, suggesting 
that every breeder whose herd has an 
average percentage fat content of less 
than 3.7%, carry on a breeding pro- 
gram intending to raise the level to 
at least that value, met with consid- 
erable opposition in the discussion by 
breeders at the first meeting held in 
St. Charles. The opinion was gener- 
ally expressed that the present keen 
demand for high butterfat test may be 
simple an incident to present eco- 
nomic conditions, and that inasmuch 
as the basic nutritional value of Hol- 
stein milk would not be improved by 
raising the butterfat content, it would 
not be advisable to incorporate such 
an extreme principle in a general plan 
for Holstein herd management. 

Interest in this project on the part 
of Illinois Holstein breeders is carry- 
ing considerable momentum, and the 
officers of the Association, and Pro- 
fessor Yapp, are encouraged to be- 
lieve that it will be worked out and 
put into practice by a considerable 
number of breeders by the end of this 
year.

For almost half a century 
breeders of pure bred dairy 
cattle have directed their energy 
almost entirely toward quanta- 


tive development. They have, during 
this period, been highly successful in 
developing their cattle, numerically. 
They have also been able to accumu- 
late a large volume of registration cer- 
tificates. This was the philosophy of 
breed development. The day for this 
philosophy of pure bred Holstein de- 
velopment is gone. Soon we shall di- 
rect our efforts with equal energy to 
preventing excessive numerical devel- 
opment. Very soon we shall strive 
toward qualitative not quantative pro- 
duction. We shall bend our energy to- 
ward the production of consistently 
superior animals. If we do not do 
this, in time, the industry will tend 
to disappear. 


Conscientious breeders of pure bred 
Holstein cattle, everywhere, should 
find themselves much concerned about 
questions such as these: 


1. Why do grade animals so fre- 
quently prove themselves superior to 
pure bred registered animals both in 
type and production? 

2. How can we account for the fact 
that the margin of difference between 
the selling price of grade and regis- 
tered animals has narrowed until the 
two are nearly equal. Especially is 
this true in cattle of average quality. 

3. Why is there so much discussion 
about and criticism of our dairy cattle 
shows? 

4. What can the individual breeder 
do to improve dairy cattle? 

5. What should the Illinois Holstein- 
Friesian Association do about all these 
things? 

There is no virtue in attempting to 
prove that these questions raise is- 
sues which are of no particular sig- 
nificance, nor is there any purpose in 
arguing that the inevitable, whatever 
it may be, must come. We shall make 
progress only when we take time “To 
reason together” on these matters. 

Pure bred Holstein cattle have a 
definite place in our agricultural de- 
velopment. So far as their character- 
istics are concerned, registered ani- 
mals should occupy the point of high- 
est achievement in cattle breeding. 
If pure bred cattle do not do this, as 
breeders we have fallen short of our 
opportunities and our possibilities. If 
we have failed, then we have lost our 
original position in the field of cattle 
breeding. 

It is now necessary for us to estab- 
lish a new philosophy of breeding. We 
must develop one which is based upon 
present economic and agricultural con- 
ditions. This system should be based 
upon conceptions such as these. 

1. Pure bred as well as all cattle are 
kept primarily for milk and butterfat 
production and the possession of no

Heifer Calves (25) 

This was the largest class of the show. For top 
honors it was a renewal of the battle between Wiscon- 
sin Board’s Ollie Empress Denver Prince and Elmwood’s 
Bessie Ormsby Kildare, with the Wisconsin heifer taking 
the blue with the strong, King Bessie daughter in sec- 
ond place.

The first battle in this section came for the junior

For these reasons, Wis- 
consin Duke Tritomia Lad was given the junior pur- 
ple. In the senior male section, the real fight was be- 
tween the Maytag entries, Man-O-War 30th, and Prince 
Ormsby Aaggie Homestead, the three-year-old winner. 
Both had their friends in the ringside, but the massive 
three-year-old grandson of Sir Inka May could not be 
denied, not a particularly surprising decision in view of 
the fact that Joe gave the younger bull the champion- 
ship over 30th last year in two-year-old form. In the 
female section, Bessie Ormsby Isadora could not be de- 
nied over her younger competitor. In the senior sec- 
tion, the battle was between the two Dunloggin entries, 
Elenora Della Burke, winner of the aged cow class, and 
Dunloggin Gloria, first prize three-year-old. Elenora, 
nearly ten years old, was showing at a considerable dis- 
advantage from having calved the night before and on 
this account probably Judge Eves was justified in put- 
ting Gloria to the top as senior and grand champion. 
It would have been no serious injustice to Gloria, how- 
ever, to have given this honor to Elenora and as a mat- 
ter of sentiment we would have greatly liked to see 
the award go this way. Elenora has been knocking at 
the door for four or five years and while she has missed 
the grade by more or less wide margins at Waterloo or 
the National during this period, she has made more 
friends for herself perhaps than any other aged cow 
during this period. On account of her advancing years, 
this is quite likely to be her last season on the circuit 
and the purple championship banner would have been a 
most fitting climax. A judge, of course, cannot be criti- 
cized for calling them exactly as he sees them, and 
Gloria is well worthy of this honor, although if Elenora 
could have postponed her calving for twenty-four hours, 
the story, we think, would have been a different one. 
With the grand championship award, went the beautiful 
Frederick L. Houghton Memorial Trophy offered for per- 
petual competition by the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America.

Suppose that such a plan were adopted. There are 
at least ten points in the United States which could be 
in operation by January 1, 1934. Ten full operating 
units during 1934 would provide $4,000 for local adver- 
tising, $2,000 toward organization overhead and $4,000 
toward a national fund. 

Twenty-five units operating the second year would 
provide $10,000 for local advertising, $5,000 toward 
overhead and $19,000 toward the national advertising 
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cows, pure bred or grade, would be the only rigid re- 
quirement of the National Association. 

There are, of course, details of such a plan which 
cannot be discussed here due to lack of time, but such 
would be worked out through the Board of Directors 
and its committees. The plan which has been outlined 
is not entirely theoretical or original but is practically 
in successful operation today by another dairy breed 
association. Some might say that three years is a long 
time to wait for a national milk advertising plan, but 
during this period there would be local advertising. And 





fund. 

Fifty units during the third year would mean $20,- 
000 for local effort, $10,000 toward overhead and $20,- 
000 for national advertising. If after three years the 
units are maintaired at fifty, practically one to a state, 
an annual fund of $40,000 is available, to be divided 
equally between local and national advertising, and the 
project is self-supporting from an overhead standpoint. 
Our Association would be required under this plan to 
furnish help for the first three years but the amount re- 
quired should not exceed $18,000 or an average of about 
$6,000 per year, exclusive of the milk literature it regu- 
larly provides. All inspection costs should be elimi- 
nated as the milk would be produced under supervision 
of local milk ordinances. Milk from Holstein-Friesian 


since this has been a much discussed question for nearly 
30 years and is still not decided, three years of con- 
structive organizing with a definite goal in mind would 
not be so long after all. 


In the meantime, any local Holstein milk distributor 
could receive definite help with his marketing problems. 
He and his neighbors by joining hands could, with or- 
ganization assistance and advice, form a unit which in 
just a few years would be part of a national chain. He 
would be cooperating in the building of an advertising 
fund which could be used effectively. 

Milk from Holstein cows, not just for babies, but 
for everyone, would become increasingly popular, and 
the good cows and bulls of the breed would find a 
stronger and steadier market.

breeder should at least investigate this method of test- 
ing his herd. We now have 239 herds on test for Herd 
Improvement Registry, located in 39 states and includ- 
ing altogether 7,027 cows, quite a substantial gain over 
September of last year. Eight states hav more than 
200 cows each in the Herd Test, including: Michigan 
with 1,715; Wisconsin, 1,105; New York, 534; New 
Jersey, 406; Ohio, 358; Maryland, 295; Illinois, 257 
and Iowa with 234. Ten other states, Pennsylvania, 
Kansas, Missouri, Texas, Kentucky, Rhode Island, Col- 
orado, Idaho, New Hampshire and South Dakota, in the 
order named, have 100 cows or more in the Herd Test. 


Super and Selective Registry 
Super and Selective Registry, or Herd Classification, 
is a plan of breed improvement based on individual ex- 
cellence or breed type and is the newest department of 
the Advanced Registry Office, established in 1929. Nine 
Official Inspectors, selected from the recognized judges 
of the breed, were appointed by the Board of Directors

to clasify herds upon request of owners, who are re- 
quired to pay a fee of $1.50 for each animal classified. 
Inspection and classification of a herd includes all males 
over two years of age and all females that have ever 
freshened. There are six classifications, based on the 
type of the animal. Excellent, Very Good, Good Plus, 
Good, Fair and Poor. If an animal of either sex is 
classified Poor, the certificate of registry is cancelled 
and if a female over four years old is classified as Fair, 
subsequent male progeny are barred from _ registry. 
There is provision, also, for recognition of sires on the 
basis of improvement in type of the daughters over 
their dams and sires showing ability to improve the 
breed as the result of such inspection may be designated 
as Bronze Medal or Silver Medal Preferred Sires, the 
latter being the higher rating. Silver Medal Preferred 
Sires are given the further distinctive designation of 
Gold Medal Proven Sires when their daughters meet 
certain production requirements in Advanced Registry 
or Herd Improvement Registry. Production records are 
not a requisite for Herd Classification nor for inspection 
of the daughters for recognition as a preferred sire. 


Since the adoption of Herd Classi- 
fication in 1929, a total of 145 herds, 
including 3,544 animals have been 
classified in 24 states and we now 
have 13 Bronze Medal and 29 Sil- 
ver Medal Preferred Sires and 19 
Gold Medal Proven Sires. Ten states 
have more than 100 animals classi- 
fied as follows: Michigan, 726; Illi- 
nois, 667; New York, 343; Idaho, 
258; Pennsylvania, 232; Massa- 
chusetts, 166; Delaware, 164; New 
Jersey, 154; Wisconsin, 139 and 
Oregon, 113.

The Iowa Holstein Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation has claimed the date of Tues- 
day, November 21 for their next State 
Sale, to be held at the Dairy Cattle 
Congress grounds at Waterloo. It 
seems like old times to be having 
state sales again and the breeders of 
lowa are all giving us their best co- 
operation. Further details will appear 
later. 





Fayette County boasts a new herd 
sire of superior breeding, heading the 
herd of Fred Pieplow of Aurora. This 
young bull is a son of Butter Girl 
Alice Ormsby, who recently com- 
pleted a year record of 926.9 lbs. fat 
(1,158 Ibe. butter) with 4.1% test, 
making her one of the largest record 
and highest testing daughters of her 
sire, Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby, the 
leading H. 1. R. sire of the breed. The 
sire of the young bull is a son of Paul 
Aagzgie Butter Boy. It might be added 
that this is the combination of breed- 
ing that has brought such fame to 
Paul Stewart of Maynard, Iowa. 





The following information was sent 
in by Earl N. Shultz of the Extension 
Service of Iowa State College: 

The North Tam Cow Testing Asso- 
ciation has been awarded a large 
velvet banner by the Iowa Holstein 
Breeders’ Association for having the 
best group of Holstein sires in the 
dowa Better Sires Contest. This 
award was made at the C. T. A. ban- 


quet, held during the Dairy Cattle 
Congress. 

This association has made a re- 
markable improvement in sires since 
entering the Better Sires contest 
which started four years ago, spon- 
sored by the Iowa State College Ex- 
tension Service. That the members 
of this association are putting em- 
phasis on well bred sires is shown by 
a study of the pedigrees of the bulls 
in use. All of the 26 Holstein sires 
are from dams with records which 
average 686.3 lbs. fat and the paternal 
granddams average 804.8 lbs. fat, 
while the maternal granddams aver- 
age 789.8 lbs. fat. 

Three of the bulls used in this asso- 
ciation were proved and four were by 
proved sires. Forty-six per cent of 
these bulls have one or more tested 
daughters. 

Henry Nieman, tester for this asso- 
ciation, deserves much credit for the 
improvement in the bulls used and he 
has encouraged the keeping of these 
well bred sires in the association by 
exchange among the members. 

The Benton No. 1 Association, Grav- 
ers Underberg, tester, received a large 
plaque from the Iowa State Dairy 
Association for having the best group 
of sires of all breeds, the North Tama 
Association standing second in this 
respect, while Benton No. 1 ranked 
second to North Tama for Holsteins. 
Other high ranking associations in 








the Holstein division were Scott 
County third, Pioneer-Cedar Falls 
fourth and Elkada-Volga fifth. 


Each year the Iowa Better Sires 
Contest has seen an improvement in 
In the 1933 contest, 43 living proved 
sires were listed in the bull record 
book, the 43 sires having 350 daugh. 
ters with records averaging 500 lbs. 
fat as compared to the average pro- 
duction of 442 lbs. fat for the dams of 
these daughters—an average in- 
crease of daughters over dams of 58 
Ibs. fat. 


As a part of the contest, Wallace’s 
Farmer and The lowa Homestead 
made an award to the owner of the 
sire having the highest sire index 
(Yapp-Hansen). The award this year 
went to F. A. Chester & Sons, of 
Plainfield, on King Ona Pontiac How- 
ard 531164, who had 19 daughters 
averaging 640.5 lbs. fat from dams 
averaging 489.5 lbs. fat, all records 
being adjusted. to maturity.

other character can in the long run 
compensate for a deficiency in such 
should, by virtue of their merit, hold 
ability. 
2. That pure bred registered cattle 
the highest position which it is pos- 
sible for cattle to attain. 

3. That pure bred registered cattle 

should supply the seed stock with 
which to improve cattle of a lower 
level or standard. 
4. That registration except insofar 
as it serves as a guarantee of supe- 
rior merit or makes possible the pro- 
duction of other animals of such 
merit, has no real economic signifi- 
cance. 

5. That no real and general prog- 
ress in pure bred cattle can be made 
so long as every animal is used for 
breeding and record purposes. 

6. That there is in every human 
being a certain desire and in some 
it is developed almost to a longing 
for beauty. That this character is 
natural and real and that it encom- 
passes the entire realm of plant and 
animal life as well as inanimate 
things. 

7. That there are certain laws of 
heredity, the behavior of many of 
which is known and that the proper 
interpretation and intelligent use of 
these must serve as the basis for 
breed progress. 

In the formulation of any plan or 
theory, it is imperative that certain 
lines of reasoning be established and 
that broad fundamental principles be 
used. If these principles are sound, 
they can and should serve as a basis 
for a standard of procedure. But, be- 
fore any system or plan is accepted, 
the soundness of the reasoning upon 
which it is based should be pretty 
thoroughly tested. The following plan, 
based upon the reasoning indicated 
above might be called, if it seems 
wise to accept it either in whole or in 
part, The Illinois System of Holstein 
Breed Improvement. The items are:
